Kings+2, Mr Peter Mills and 
Mc E4ward lerwin Conduttors, or chief DireQors for the 
whole dayes March ; each of which id perſons having the 
Citics and Kings Colours in their Hats, and all (except the 
Martialls men and Trumpets) with Scarffs of Crimſon co. 
tour. about theic Waſte, tied with white Ribbon , onely 
thetwo Condiidors or DireQors doe wear theirs about 
their Shoulders, and have each of them a black Scarff, 
mixt or added to their Crimſon, the Black pointing them 
as” Citizens, the Crimſon Servants tothe City. 13. Tibir-

carried by one mounted on Horſeback; and every Gentle- 
man in a Pluſh Coat, and Sword, with a chain of Gold a- 
bout his ſhonlders, anda Page on Foot by his Horſe (ide, 
clothed:in a looſe ga t2 recable to their Companies 
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Colours. The faid Companies their attendants, Officers, 
Trumpetsand Drums, being in their Habits, and ſo mer, 
the bodyis divided into 3 Grand diviſions, N#mb. . 3. & 
4.tharN»-b.2,arc the firſt 3 2 Companies, & that diviſion 
Numb.3. are the ſeeond'1 2 Companies, and that diviſion 
Numb 4. att the laſt or inferiour Companies, 

About 7 ofthe Clock in the morning, the 4 Quarter- 
maſters by dircQion and overſight of the Conductors, be- 
gin torank out theſaid Companies two by two, beginning 
with the Innior Gentlemen of the laſt Companies, and in 
the Interval, between Company and Company, doe place 
that Companies Pendant that leads the Van; and between 
| thefourth grand diviſion and thethird!do place MrThomes 
Blinkenſop;and Mr 70. Knight, between the third and the 
ſecond, place Mr Richard Alexander and Mr ov. Burt; and 
inthe head of the ſecond divifion, place Mr ZaWvr. Broom- 
I; & Mr 1v.Bancroft,the commonHunt & Water Bailiff. The: 
ſaid Companies being thus rank't out, in the head of each 
grand diviſion areplac'tſix Trumpets; & the Kettle Drums 
being in the head of theGrocer's Company. And ia this e- 
quipage they march toward Gazld- Hall, where the Lord 
Mayor having two Pages inPluſh Coats attending him,the 
Aldermen with 2. pages in looſe habits of Scarlet coloured: 
Cloth, & the Sheriffs with like number of Pages, together 
with their Officers in Scarlet Cloaks 6 lIayelinsScarlet Co. 
lour, the Sword-bearer and:common Eryer mounted, and: 
likewiſe Mr Chamberlain, the Town Clerk, the common: 
Serjeant,. the two Iudges off the Sheriffs Court, the 
Cities Council, the Comptroller , the Solliciter, the 
Remembrancer, the two-Bridge-maſters, the four At- 
tourneys and the two Secondaries of the Counters, with 
each of them a Page, which makeup the firſt Grand diviſi- 
on; atrcall mounted (exceptthe Pages,) the common Hunt - 
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z :d Water Bailiff being rcady te march from their firſt 


tation , and plac't inthe head of that firſt diviſion, therwo 
Condudors,Quarter-maſter Cox and Muſtermaſter Gene- 
Tall Burroughs of the Miltary Forces of the City, and the 
City W airs-in thehead ofthe faid Conduors, 


Thefifth and laſt grand diviſion is ſupplyed by the afore- 


ſaid Sheriffs Officers alone, who having ranked them- 
ſelves two by two , the Cities two Martiails before them , 
and fix Trumpetsin the head of them; The whole Body 
march up S. LeurenceLane, through Cheap/ide, up Corn- 
hill, down Grace Church ſtreet , Fiſh (treet hill, over Lox- 
don Bridge, throughthe Burrough of Southwark into St. 
Georzes Fields: attheſouth end whereof, neer the Fiſh- 


mongers Collcdge or Almes houſe is plac'c a ſtand for 


reception of his Majeſty with a Chair of State therein, by. 


the Lord Mayor, into which his Lordſhip and the Alder- 


men enters and ſtayes rillintelligence comes by the ſcout-_ 


Maſter, that his Majeſty is neer at hand. But the other 
Trumpetsand Perſons which lead the Vaa, that is to ſay, 
thetwo Marſhalls and Sheriffs Officers remove themſelves 


into the Rearofthe youngelt or laſt company , likewiſe the 
Trumpets, Banner and Pendent bearers of each Grand di- 


viſion do likewiſe remove themſelves intotheRearoftheir 
own diviſion, with the Trumpets, and Kettle-drums , and 
Wayts; the two ConduQors, the Water. Bayliff, the com- 
mon Hunt, thc wo ſecondaries, four Attourneys, two 
Bridge maſters, the Remembrancer, the Solicitor , the 
Comptroller, the four Pleaders, the two ludges, the cam- 
mon Scrjeant, the Town. Clerk, and Mr. Chambetlain are 
by the Quartermaſters removedintothe rear of the Alder- 


men. T.he Chamberlain being placed next rhe junior AL. 


derman; and ali facing about, the junior of cach diviſion, 
and rhc grand diviſion areb:come Leaders , andthe clder, 
boch Commoas and Aldermen bringers up. His

pleaſe) all Troops of Gentlemen, or others, lead the Van; 
in the Rear of whom falls in the Sheriffs Officers , after 


' themthe fourth grand diviſion of inferior Companies; aF. 


ter them the thirdgrand divilion; after them the ſecond 
grand diyiſion 3 after them the fcſt. after them the Lords, 
or Barons of the Kingdome ( if any ſhall ride on Horſe- 
back) after them Viſcounts, after them Earles, after chem 
Marqueſles, after them Dukes, after them the Lord Mayor 
and Lord Chancellour, the two Dukes his Majcſtics Bre- 

thren, andthen his Sacred Majeſty : after his Majeſty the 
Lord Maſter of the Horſe; after him his Majeſties 
Pentioners, and after them the Earl of Norwich, Captain of 
the Guard; afterthem ſeveral Troops of his Excellencies 
Life guard, and many other Troops led by ſcycrat Lords 


_ and Gentlemen. 


In this Bquipage the whole Body march through PEO 
WÞ4rk,the ſame way his Lordſhip came; onlyrhatthe Tramn- 
ed bands of Southwark make a Guard through whichthe 


Whole body, pafſe toward Zondor: Bridge, where the Green 
' Regiment are ready on both ſides ofthe Way toreccive & 


guard them through F/ſ-ftreet, Graze- Church ſtreet, Corn- 
hill, the Poaltrey, Cheapſide , Paul's Churchyard, Endgate. 
Hill, Fleetftreet, to Temple-Bar i is a Guard made on the right 
hand ofthe way by the ſeveral companies of Zoxdoxin their 
Rayls adorned with the ſeveral Banners and Streamers ; 
and on the left by the other Five Regiments of the City 
Trained Bands, thronght whichthe whole Body doe pals. 
His Majeſty and the whole Body being arrived atTemple- 
Ber, are therelikewiſeconduQted to Whitehall by a Guard 
of his Excellencies ſouldiers; but the Martiall and Sheriffs 
Officers, who condu@tthe Citizens; being come near the: 
Exchange inthe Strand, doe open to the Right and Left 
CFCy,

every man placing himſelf before his Leader , and eyery 
Manaple or Company of Citizens fttcceflively File away, 
the one tothe right,the other tothe left; placing thamſeives 
before their Leaders, but the Lord Mayor's attendarits and 
Aldermen do Fyle tothe Right and Left, and not Face in 
oppolition 'rill the ſenior Aldermen terminate at W hwehall 
Gate. The |whole Body facing ina oppoſition, are 
now become a new Guard; through which the whale 
Body ofthe Nobility doe paſfle, and march through T-z/e 
ſtreet,but theLord Mayor marcheth into77YÞzchall, where 
taking his leave not onely of his Majeſty,butalioof the two 
Dukes , xepairs to his Brethren the Aldermen, and cach 
Party falling in as at firſt inthe moraing are by the care of 
his Excellencies Troops ( who brings up the Rearof bis 
Majeſty) condutted back to his Lordſhips Houſe. | 
And in ſeveral places as his Majeſty and the whole Body | 
paſſe,viz. atBridge Gate, Exchange, S. Peter's Cheap ,, Lud- 
atcand Temple-Ber , they arc entertained by Wind Mu- 
Eck; and Grace Church Conduit, Four ſpouts ,- Corwhyll 
Conduit, Piſsing Conduit»Great and Little Conduits, and 
Standardin Cheapfede and Fleerreet Conduit, do all run 
with Clercs Wine, as Tokgns ofloy. OY 
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
